According to the invention the means for generating the central hat-«ir stream 
and the concentric cold-air stream comprises a fan. a heater and a detachable air 
nozzle attachment that is attachable over a blower opening, the detachable air nozzle 
attachment comprising a flat hot-«ir nozzle, a flat cold-air nozzle ananged sid^y- 
slde vwth the flat hot-air nozzle with one side of the flat cold-air nozzle against one 
side of the flat hot-«r nozzle and means for leleasable attachment of the air nozzle 
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attachment over the blower opening, so that the concentric coW-air stream passes 
through the flat coW-alr nozzle and the antral hot-air stream passes through the flat 
hot-air nozzle to produce sid^y-skle streams of hot and cold air and so that the air 
nozzle attachment 18 rotatablewhen attached over the blower opening. For example, 
the means for releasable attachment can be a releasable snap-on coupling that 
pennits rotation of ttie air nozzle attachment. 

Fufttier advantageous leatuiw of the present invention will become apparent 
from various prefened embodiments described hereinbelow. 

in a preferred embodiment of the present device ttie air nozzle attachment is 
made of heat resistant plastic and piwided with a central conduit entrance tor the flat 
hot-^ir nozzle and with a coaxial conduit entrance for the flat cold-air nozzle, so that 
the central hot-alr alream passes through the central condurt entrance into ttie flat 
hot^ir nozzle and the concentric cold-air stream passes through the coaxial conduit 
entrance into ttie flat coW-air nozzle. 

Preferably ttie hol^ir nozzle and ttie cold-air nozzle have diflerent 
appearances so ttiat ttiey are easily visually distinguished. For example, an outer 
section df flie hot-^r nozzle can have a red color and an outer section of ttie cok^air 

nozzle can have a blue color. 

In anottier embodiment claimed in ttie dependent claims ttie hot-air nozzle and 
ttie cold-air nozzle are coterminous or have free ends, which extend axially to ttie 
$ame point. 

In an especially preferred embodiment of ttie device for the hair dryer, ttie 
device includes a separate means for generating only a single stream of hot air at the 
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blower opening, which comprises another detachable air nozzle attachment through 
which the single stream of hot air passes with means for blocking a cold air flow 
when this second detachable air nozzle attachment is attached over the blower 
opening. The detachat>le air nozzle attachment for producing the cold-air stream and 
the hot-air stream or this other detachable air nozzle attachment are selected for 
attachment over the blower opening in operation according to choice by a user of the 
hair dryer.
